FIRE AND EXPLOSION.

Million Dollar R'aze In Heart
of New York.

Altemps to Clear Awny Wreokage of Ex-
ploston Caused Fire Which Devastated
Twe Books Before It Was Chooked,
Threa llodies Have lloen Found La the
Hulns and Oue Tnjured Man as Died,

NEW YORIK. Feb, 1—The T-story
factory of thoe Willihm Wicke company,
wanefueturers of eignr boxes, labels and
ribbons, nt 401 tu 110 East Thirty-tirst
ptroect, was shaken yesterday afteruvon
by an explosion in the “whaving tower”
which wrecked the tower and demolish-
o the roof of the engine house, The ex-
ploglon is lelieved 1o harve been caused
by gus which tound its way iato the
“tower” and mingled with the Loe dust
there and was ignited in some nuknown
manter,

The forew of the explosion was trem-
endous and complotely wrecked the tow-
er. The Meintegrated birick work fell on’
the englie hotse, crushing I, and the
conctission of the explosion cracked the
blg soke stack—100 feet high—that
towerw] over the engloe roow, Every
window in the rar of the big factory
was shuttered, as were the windows in
the front and renr of the Bve ptory build-
ing Nos, 4, 4000, and 408 Eoast Thirty-
second] street, conpected by a bridge
with the Wicke factory,

Nearly 800 persops were ot work in the
Wieke factory ot the time of the ox-
plosion Throe hundesd and fifty of
them were women,

The employes in the two factories
rushil to the fire eweapes which were
soon filled with excited meon and women,
many  of them bWleeding from  their
wonnds. Some of then thioking that
the ballding was abont to collapse, jamp-
ed to the sidewalk from the fire gscope
taleonles on the seond floor. Noue of
them was seriously hort.

Fire whieh did damage to the estent
of $1L000,000 started nnew in the even-

fl--w the fire started Is pot koown,
further than that it was the resuit of an
explosion in the boller room which had
e wrocked by the explosion aml eons
sequential fire in the afternoon, At the
time the fire started  Soperintendont
Dooner; of they Building department and
Conteactor Cody  were at work with
thirty wen attempting ta pull down the
shaving tower adjacent to the boiler
routn, tn which the explision o the after-
ponn took place, The tearing doswn of
this tower is thorght to have bevn res-
ponaible for the start of the second Bre.
The mins of the tower fell Into the
ritltis of the boller rooth atsd on top 4f ad-
jacent roots in which were stored chem-
feals for the parposs of seasoning words,
thus causityg o sedond oxplosion,  Smold-
ering ciubers from the late fice added to
this and in & moment there was o huge
Ulase,

Eugive Company 21 which hal at-
tached lines of hose to the hydrant at the
eorner and almost underneath the walls
of the burning factory, was seen to be
n & dangerous position. The fremen
were forewd back by the beat and were
compelled to abandon thy three big white
horses that stoad there. The wall lad
broken out just beside the englue and the
heat was yulwarable, The horses strug-
gledd tov emes e, It seemed paralyzed with
fright. The hair on thelr bodies was
sovit 10 turn 1o 8 brownish color, Bome
firensen threw overconts over their hends
and run in and out the teaces, The horses
plunged mpdly nto First avenoe, tut be-
cams entangled nbont o lnmppost and
were anable to get further. Three five-
moen secured overconts from the crowd,
van to the horsew, theew the conts over
the snimals’ backs, cut the lines that
held them to the post and started them
away.

The board of su-
pervisors of cach county are directed to
levy a tax of $1 on each person Hable
to a poll tax for road improvement pur-
poses.

“Commanding oficers will nmadiate
ly curry the provisions of this law inte
foll force and effect and will be beld
strictly responsibie that no exceptions or
evieions ary permittod within thelr re-
spective jurlsdictions™

Although the order makes no special
referenee to tue military reservations at
1'rt Maouroe, Vo., and West Point, N,
Y., it is sald at the war department that
under the terms of the law 1t will be
necessary to eontinue the sale of all lo-
toxieating Hquors on those reservations
o' that the bare in the hotels at Fort
Manror and in the hotel at West Polnt
wil, have to be closed at once.
